The Bureau of Census Ginners' Re­ 
port of Cotton ginned during 1930, as 
compared to 1929, shows a decrease 
of 23.6% in Missouri; 36.4% in Ar­ 
kansas; 11.6% in Louisiana, and 
2.6% increase in Texas. 
The fall weather was
